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Jail closes canteen after audit

A recent state audit found accounting 
records for the canteen fund at the Grant 
County Detention Center were “not accurate 
and complete.” 

The Grant County Detention Center 
Canteen opened Feb. 25, 2011, nearly three 
months after Jailer Terry Peeples took 
office. 

The goal of the store, where inmates 
could purchase everything from Slush Puppy 
drinks and snacks to toiletries and 15-inch 
digital TVs, was as a motivational tool for

inmates to behave themselves, Peeples said 
when the canteen opened. 

Peeples decided to close the canteen July 
11, partly because a state audit issued several 
comments about how documentation sur¬ 
rounding the canteen’s finances were handled 
for the 2010-11 fiscal year. 

“The idea behind the store was a good 


one, but when you try to practically operate 
it inside the facility it wasn’t suitable for a 
corrections facility,” Peeples said. “It’s too 
hard to prevent theft by the inmates. It’s too 
hard to try to prevent human error and it cre¬ 
ated a lot more accounting work. So, we 
thought it was in the best interest to close it 
down.” 

The canteen’s closure also eliminated any 
perception of wrongdoing, Peeples said. 

Inmates now will place commissary orders 
over the phone and a vendor will distribute 
the items.

Dry Ridge 
man dies 
in Gallatin 
ambulance 
accident

A 59-year-old Dry Ridge man 
was killed in Gallatin County on 
July 24 when the ambulance he was 
being transported in was hit head on 
by a SUV. 

John Little was transported by 
Gallatin County EMS to the 
University of Cincinnati Hospital 
where he died from his injuries. 

Little was a patient in a Gallatin 
County ambulance driving on 
Highway 127 North around 10 a.m. 
when a SUV driven by 22-year-old 
Hunter LeGrand of Warsaw, crossed 
the center line and struck the ambu¬ 
lance head on. 

The ambulance, also carrying two 
EMTs, flipped and landed on its roof 
in the roadway. 

According to a press release from 
Kentucky State Police Post 5 in 
LaGrange, LeGrand was wearing a 
seat belt and had to be extricated 
from his vehicle. 

He was flown by Air Methods, 
Inc. to the University of Cincinnati 
Hospital.

It may have been a dark and stormy night 
July 19, but certified ghost hunter Patti Starr 
used humor to relax guests ready to locate 
spirits at Sherman Tavern. 

Starr has hunted ghosts in three countries 
and 27 states. 

“I do not have proof that there is ghosts and 
I may not ever have proof,” she said. “What I 
do is collect evidence. I know that we capture 
voices in our recorders. We don’t know where 
these voices are coming from. We can specu¬ 
late that they are ghosts, but they could just be 
random radio waves. The only real way we 
could have proof that they exist is if they make 
their apparition and say, ‘Hello, guys. I’m a 
ghost and I’m real and I’m going to haunt 
you.’”

For the second year, Williamstown par¬ 
ents hope the community will help “Give 
Charlie a Chance.” 

Amanda and Chris Nicholson will be 
chairing the benefit fundraiser from 4 to 8 
p.m. Aug. 11 at Williamstown Baptist Church 
to raise money for the International 
Foundation for CDKL5 Research with the 
hopes of finding a cure for CDKL5 
Disorders. 


Their 3-year-old daughter, Charlotte, or 
Charlie as her family calls her, was diag¬ 
nosed at 1 1/2 years old with the rare disorder 
that effects about 250 people worldwide. 

The trademark of the CDKL5 disorder is 
early onset seizures beginning in the first few 
weeks of life that do not respond well to 
medication. 

Many of the children impacted will never 
walk, talk or feed themselves, and they are 
completely dependent on others for total 
care.

County receives $$ from KACo 

The Grant County Fiscal Court received a check for 
$10,397 from the Kentucky Association of Counties. 

The check represents a dividend payment to the 
County from the KACo Workers Compensation Fund, 
which provides workers compensation insurance cover¬ 
age to county governments and other political subdivi¬ 
sions across Kentucky. KACo insures 113 of Kentucky’s 
120 counties through the Workers Compensation Fund. 
Grant County also received, in 2010, a dividend payment 
of $21,196 from the KACo All Fines Fund (KAFF) 
which provides property and liability insurance. Since 
2010, as a member of the KACo insurance programs, the 
Grant County Fiscal Court has received $31,593 in divi¬ 
dend payments. 

“The dividend is possible because county govern¬ 
ments in Kentucky are working together through KACo 
to effectively manage their insurance programs,” said 
Mark Miller, director of insurance for KACo. “By work¬ 
ing together fiscal courts are able to lower premium pay¬ 
ments and save taxpayers money.”

Open meetings, 
records keeps 
officials honest 

On July 14, 2012, Kentucky celebrated an impor¬ 
tant anniversary. 

The date was met with little fanfare from the public 
and probably a little derision by elected officials and 
authority figures, but this date is important because it 
is the 20 th anniversary of the last major revision to 
Kentucky’s Open Meeting and Open Records Laws. 

Why is this of any concern to the general public, 
you may be asking and not just a day that benefits 
journalists in the state? 

That’s because Kentucky’s Open Meetings Laws 
keep officials honest because it does not allow them to 
meet and conduct public business on your behalf 
behind closed doors. The Open Records Laws means 
the average citizen has access to many public docu¬ 
ments if requested. 

These laws give the public the right, except in nar¬ 
row circumstances, to be present and hear the discus¬ 
sion on whether public employees should receive a 
raise or how a public agency voted on a particular 
issue. 

That’s important because public agencies such as 
the fiscal court, city council or commission, board of 
education, planning commission, health department, 
etc. operate on public funds collected through taxes, 
which means they are handling your money and mak¬ 
ing decisions that impact you daily. 

When a quorum of members of these public agen¬ 
cies gather and discuss public business or vote on 
public business, the law requires these to be open to 
the public. 

Public agencies can meet in closed session under 
narrow parameters that include hiring or firing an 
employee, disciplining an employee, purchasing prop¬ 
erty or for discussions of proposed or pending litiga¬ 
tion. 

Kentucky law does not allow public agencies to 
meet in closed session because a decision they make 
MIGHT lead to litigation. 

Before a public agency can go into closed session, 
the law requires them to disclose the general nature of 
the business to be discussed in the closed session. A 
vote to go into closed session must also be taken by 
the agency. 

The law also spells out what a person can do if they 
believe a closed session is illegal. 

Kentucky is way ahead of other states in its Open 
Meetings and Open Records laws, which are in place 
for all of the public and not just for reporters. 

Since those laws have gone into effect, there has 
been a reduction in public officials’ attitudes that 
records were “their business, not the public’s busi¬ 
ness” and that’s progress. 

Nearly all of the public agencies in Grant County 
have a decent track record for keeping their meetings 
open and providing documents when requested. 

However, as the state approaches another election 
season for city government and school board, it is 
important for candidates to make themselves familiar 
with the Open Meetings and Open Records laws. 

The Kentucky Association of Counties and the 
Kentucky League of Cities offers free trainings for 
public officials on these laws. 

Public officials have a tough job balancing the 
needs of those who put them in office, being fiscally 
responsible and having a vision for the future of a 
community. 

It may be tempting for them at times to meet in 
closed session about one of the many important deci¬ 
sions they consider, but they must remember they’ve 
been elected by the people and for the people and the 
law, which they are not above, governs how they do 
business.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Dividing plants 
improves health, bloom 


W e have all asked the question “why 
hasn’t my plant bloomed?” Sometimes 
the answer is as simple as not enough 
sunlight, not old enough, not cold enough or hot 
enough, etc. In fact it could be as simple as a little 
digging and dividing for some renewed blooming 
attitude. 

For most of my herbaceous perennials I wait 
until early fall to do a good portion of my digging 
and dividing. The advantages include the fact that 
the new divisions have a chance to develop new 
roots in cooler weather; and roots are established 
before the plant goes dormant for the winter. By the 
following spring the plant’s root system is in fine 
shape and the new growth will be pristine. In my 
experience spring digging and dividing usually 
results in an unkempt appearance. 

Tackle the chore of the Iris 

For other plants mid-summer digging and 
dividing is better. This includes bearded iris which 
benefit a great deal from dividing every three years 
or so. If they receive adequate sunlight (at least 6 
hours a day) but do not bloom well then the 
rhizomes are likely getting over crowded. Summer 
is the best time to tackle the chore because iris go 
through a dormant period beginning in July. 

The best way to approach the task is with a 
pitchfork, lifting the iris rhizomes (roots) off the top 
of the soil where they grow. Once you have them 
out sort through them, discarding the older rhizomes 
and saving the lighter-colored young rhizomes that 
are growing off their sides. 

While you are sorting and separating you may 
also notice that some bulbs are mushy or rotting. If 
holes are present in the rhizomes then the iris borer 
has already made its way, burrowing through the 
foliage, to the rhizome. This 
black-headed, pink gmb is 
the larval stage of a brown to 
black moth. The moth lays 
its eggs on the iris foliage 
starting in the summer and 
continuing through until fall. 
Next spring the pink grubs 
appear and chew their way 
into the foliage, down 
through the stems and into 
the rhizome of the plant. 
The grubs feed on the 
rhizome until they hatch into 
Weekend moths and the cycle starts

Inspect the foliage 

For fhture control inspect 
the iris foliage in late spring and early summer. 
Remove any leaves that begin to die out and look 
for holes in the foliage. Split the leaf blade open and 
you will see the thin larval stage of the grub 
burrowing through the leaf (the goal of the larva is 
to feed on the leaf as it journeys to the rhizome, once 
to the rhizome the grub stage has the real meal). 
This proves to be easier and more effective as a 
control because pesticide treatments have to be 
timed just right in the spring before the moths lays 
its eggs on the foliage. 

Once you have sorted out the old rhizomes and 
finished trouble-shooting for the iris borer and it is 
time to replant. Cut the fans back to about two to 
three inches in height and group them in sets of 
three to five fans. When replanting bearded iris my 
Dad always instructed me to plant the rhizomes like 
“ducks on water.” The rhizome should not be 
completely buried, leave half of it above the soil 
level. If it is completely buried, it will surely rot 
(and definitely not bloom.) Be mindful of mulching 
over the rhizomes because this will encourage them 
to rot, as well. 

And remember; come next spring while you are 
perusing the garden take time to inspect the foliage. 
If it appears that something is feeding on the blades 
remove them or run your fingers along the length of 
the blade, applying slight pressure. If the iris borer 
larva is there you have likely cmshed it. Late spring 
is the best time to control the borer because once it 
has reached the rhizome there is little you can do.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major governmental fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of Grant County, Kentucky (the County), as of and for the year ended June 30, 2011, which collectively comprise the 
County’s basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents. We were also engaged to audit the business-type activities of the County as 
of and for the year ended June 30,2011. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Grant County Fiscal Court. Our responsibility is 
to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 

Except as discussed on the fourth paragraph, we conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of 
the United States, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An 
audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note 1, Grant County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

The Jailer did not maintain accurate and complete accounting records of the Jail Canteen Fund. As a result, we were unable to obtain sufficient 
appropriate audit evidence to provide a basis for an audit opinion on the financial statements of the business-type activities and the Jail Canteen 
Fund. 

Because of the matter discussed in the preceding paragraph, the scope of our work was not sufficient to enable us to express, and we do not 
express, an opinion on the business-type activities and the Jail Canteen Fund as of and for the year ended June 30, 2011. 

In addition, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the 
governmental activities, each major governmental fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Grant County, Kentucky, as of June 30, 
2011, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the basis of accounting described in Note 
1 . 

The County has not presented the management’s discussion and analysis that the Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) has 
determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial statements. The budgetary comparison information 
on pages 45 through 47 is not a required part of the basic financial statements but is supplementary information required by GASB. We have 
applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and 
presentation of the budgetary comparison information. However, we did not audit it and express no opinion on it. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise Grant County, Kentucky’s 
basic financial statements. The accompanying supplementary information, combining fund financial statements on pages 50 through 52, are 
presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the basic financial statements. Such information has been subjected to 
the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects, in relation 
to the basic financial statements taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated March 28, 2012, on our consideration of Grant County, 
Kentucky's internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and 
grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting 
and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. 
That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing 
the results of our audit. 

Based on the results of our audit, we present the accompanying comments and recommendations included herein, which discusses the following 
report comments:

A computer error at the 
new $15 million sewer 
plant in Williamstown sent 
a small amount of sewage 
into a nearby creek. 

“A few fish and craw- 
dads died but there was no 
danger to our residents,” 
Mayor Rick Skinner said. 

The incident occurred 
on Friday, June 8. 

Skinner said an alarm 
went off to indicate some¬ 
thing was wrong, but when 
employees checked the sys¬ 
tem it was working. 

“We were told the tech¬ 
nician was off on vacation 
and if the motors were run¬ 
ning, we were OK,” Skinner

The space vacant by the 
canteen’s closure will be 
transformed into a classroom 
for the Substance Abuse 
Program (SAP.) 

The issues found in the 
audit included lack of docu¬ 
mentation supporting every 
expenditure in the canteen 
fund, lack of documentation 
for approval of purchases 
being made, lack of two 
required signatures on 
checks, no backup server for 
accounting data, lack of 
receipts for all payments 
received in the canteen and 
inmate funds, time card 
records not maintained and 
delivery of annual financial 
report to the county treasurer 
in an untimely manner. 

Peeples said completing 
the finances for the audit 
took longer because of miss- 


said. 

However, when Mark 
Miller, assistant superinten¬ 
dent at the sewer plant, 
made his morning inspec¬ 
tion on Monday, June 11, 
he saw some raw sewage 
coming from a manhole. 

“We had to turn the 
pumps on by hand but had 
the problem resolved on 
Monday,” Miller said. 

Miller said he notified 
the Kentucky Division of 
Water on June 12 and they 
visited the site the follow¬ 
ing day. No fines or viola¬ 
tions were levied against 
the city. 

The city rented aerators 
to put oxygen back into the 
creek and also pumped 
water from a fire truck into 


ing files for the first half of 
the fiscal year before he took 
office.

“It was contained to an 
area near the sewer plant 
and wasn’t a major health 
hazard,” Miller said. 

The city also notified the 
Soil Conservation District 
to make them aware of the 
incident. 

“It’s a new system and it 
malfunctioned and that hap¬ 
pens in a new plant,” 
Skinner said. 


we would talk about it and 
I’d say to go ahead and order 
it,” Peeples said.

The Grant County Public 
Library sponsored two 
nights of ghost walks at one 
of the county’s oldest struc¬ 
tures with the renowned 
author, who owns Ghost 
Hunter Shop in Lexington. 

The 200-year-old 
Sherman Tavern was once a 
Grant County stagecoach 
stop before becoming a pri¬ 
vate residence. 

There have only been 
four owners in its history, 
said Edna Cummins of 
Friends of the Sherman 
Tavern, a group who has 
been working tirelessly to 
restore the building. 

“This is our fifth year 
working on the house,” she 
said. “We basically have the 
10 front rooms pretty well 
done.” 

After Cummins gave 
attendees the history of 
Sherman Tavern, Grant 
County High School gradu¬ 
ate Brad Brown, founder 
and lead investigator with 
Kentucky P.A.S.T. 

(Paranormal Active 
Scientific Team,) shared his 
knowledge of the building’s 
previous paranormal activi¬ 
ty- 

Brown has done numer¬ 
ous paranormal tours of 
Sherman Tavern. 

“Most of our ghosts are 
from the 1800-period,” he 
said. “We do have a couple 
who are late 1800s and early 
1900s. We have a little boy 
named Daniel and a guy 
named William. We have 
Mr. (W.C.) Cason. He walks 
up and down the steps in the 
upstairs hallway. On any 
given day, you can come up 
with nothing or you can 
come up with a whole fun 
night.” 

Starr, who calls ghosts 
“sweet spirits,” used a mul¬ 
titude of ghost hunting tools 


to find evidence of some¬ 
thing other worldly in the 
home. 

The tools ranged from a 
standard recorder and cam¬ 
era she hoped to capture 
voices or a presence with to 
a device designed to inter¬ 
pret different energies into 
words. 

Using the Ovilus, several 
names, the color orange, 
numbers and the word 
“light” were repeated, some¬ 
times randomly and other 
times in reply to questions 
by Starr and others. 

“Ghost hunting can be 
extremely boring.” Starr 
said. “Tonight, we may 
attempt to get evidence and 
get absolutely nothing. 
That’s OK. It doesn’t mean 
it’s not haunted. It just 
means right now we’re not 
able to connect to get that.” 

Starr occasionally took 
photographs in the dark¬ 
ened, humid rooms to inves¬ 
tigate if anything came up 
on the digital photos. 

Genevia Risner of 
Corinth and her daughter, 
Genevieve, held hands as 
Starr snapped photos of the 
two, asking the spirit to 
“show itself’ between the 
two. 

After taking a couple 
photos, Starr laughed as she 
showed the roomful of peo¬ 
ple what looked to be an orb 
or small light spot above the 
duo’s hands. 

For Genevia Risner, she 
has been a believer of ghosts 
all her life with many para¬ 
normal experiences. 

“One that was memora¬ 
ble was in Old Washington, 
close to Maysville,” she 
said. “We were sitting out¬ 
side of a building there. I 
was sitting with my daugh¬ 
ter and I looked up and saw 
a Civil War soldier and he 
saw me. He was kind of 
shocked that he saw me. I 


jumped and then he disap¬ 
peared. I think if people are 
open to things, they can see 
things.” 

Despite her beliefs and 
history of encounters, 
Risner’s visit to Sherman 
Tavern was her first ghost 
walk. 

“I wanted to see the way 
other people do it,” she said. 
“ (Starr’s) got a lot of little 
toys. It was interesting see¬ 
ing other people’s reac¬ 
tions.” 

While Sherman Tavern 
was relatively quiet on 
Starr’s first night of her 
ghost walk, some attendees 
previously had experience 
with ghosts as well. 

“I’ve been to Bobby 
Mackey’s and I had encoun¬ 
ter in the bathroom down 
there,” Heather Bentz of 
Corinth said. “So, this is 
something exciting for 
me.” 

Wynita Worley, public 
services librarian at Grant 
County Public Library, did 
not walk into her first-ever 
ghost walk with any expec¬ 
tations. 

She came away pleased 
with the experience and 
how much patrons seemed 
to enjoy it as well. 

Some attendees even 
walked away with prizes, 
including copies of Starr’s 
book “Ghosthunting 
Kentucky,” tickets to 
ScareFest in Lexington and 
passes for a ghost walk in 
Bardstown with Starr. 

“I mainly enjoyed seeing 
the participants interacting 
with Patti,” Worley said. “I 
think they got real joy from 
the experience and from 
Patti and that was the pur¬ 
pose of the program; to give 
the community an engaging 
experience. I don’t know 
how many would think of or 
have the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in a ghost hunt.”
